From Religion 


Tends To Atheism 


John Bracken Gives 
First Evidence Talk; 
Clarifies Amendment 


Fort Wayne—“Education distinct 
from religion cannot but be atheis- 
tic,” so declared John Bracken, New 
Jersey lawyer and legal secretary 
in the Third Federal Court of Ap- 
peals, in the first Catholic Evidence 
Lecture Series last Sunday night, 
December 11, at Central Catholic 
high school auditoruim. 


“The reason,” he said, “is simple. 
The nature of a man as a partly 
spiritual being cannot be ascer- 
tained except by theology or by a 
religious philosophy, and it can 
only be appreciated by people who 
openly admit religious truth. 


“If you bar religion from a dis- 
cussion of man’s nature,” he con- 
tinued, “you can only define that 
nature in terms of animality, di- 
vorced from God, Education apart 
‘from religion can therefore educate 
only the animal part of man, or 
that kind of a man which atheists 
admit.” 


The speaker also said that sep- 
aration of Church and State does 
not mean separation of God from 
life. 


When our forefathers passed the 
First Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion they wisely provided that tax 
money should not be used for the 
support of one religion above an- 
other, the speaker explained. But 
they did not mean by this, he point- 
ed out, that God be divorced from 
the affairs of man, 


“Separation of Church and 
State,” he said, “refers to the dis- 
tinct functions which each fulfills 
in providing for the welfare of 
man. But the welfare of man some- 
times requires not that these two 
cease to be separate, but that they 
cooperate, To forbid their coopera- 
tion because of a private prejudice 
against religion, when the welfare 
of.man requires it, is a distortion 
of the natural order and a limita- 
‘tion of human rights. It may very 
well be the beginnnig of secularist 
tyranny.”

“Soviet bloc states, joined by 11 


other countries, gave 38 votes to 
the internationalization resolution 
in the face of determined opposi- 
tion which included the United 
States and Great Britain. The 
38-14 vote, with 7 nations abstain- 
ing, was even stronger than the 
surprise majority of 35 to 13 that 
the resolution had won two days 
earlier in the Special Political 
Committee. 


The resolution, introduced and 
steadfastly supported throughout 
by Australia, reaffirms that pro- 
vision of the General Assemblvy’s 
1947 resolution on Palestine which 
set apart the Jerusalem area as a 
separate entity under United 
Nations administration. In_ its 
final form it combines the Aus- 
tralian proposal and three amend- 
ments accepted by Australia. 


An amendment by El Salvador 
defines the international area as 
including the present municipality- 
of Jerusalem and surrounding vil- 
lages and towns including Bethle- 
hem. The definition of the area 
is the same as that embodied in the 
General Assembly resolution of 
November 29, 1947, but it had been 
omitted in the first draft by Aus- 
tralia. 

The other amendments, spon- 
sored by the Soviet Union and the 
Lebanese Republic respectively, 
designate the U. N. Trusteeship 
Council to administer the area, and 
direct the Council to proceed im- 
mediately with implementation. 

A second part had been added 
to the resolution on a motion by 
Dr. Charles Malik of the Lebanon, 
calling upon the states concerned— 
Israel and Jordan—to “approach 
these matters with good will and 
be guided by the terms of this res- 
olution.” 


Prayer Answered

Senator O’Conor made a plea for 
the establishment of a “true” de- 
mocracy in the Far East. He dis- 
tinguished a “true” democracy by 
defining a “false” one, which he 
said “is based on the denial of all 
dependence on a superior author- 
ity; on the denial of the divine ori- 
gin and destiny of man, which 
leads logically to the destruction of 
the dignity ‘and the liberty of the 
individual,” and is “made up of a 
shapeless mass of citizens, beaten 
into a colorless uniformity, reduced 
to the function of a mere ma- 
chine.” 


The Senator declared that com- 
munism as it exists today, is the 
greatest threat in modern history | 
to the rights and privileges of hu- 
man beings. He continued: 


“The totalitarian challenge arises 
from an odd combination of two hu- 
man emotions, hope and fear. The 
fear stems from the threat of the 

owerful and proximate military 
nae which are based in the 
Soviet Union. But even more mag- 
netic is the hope which draws 
people to communism, Missionar- 
tes have long since been cognizant 
of conditions in the Far East 
which helped to spread false ideo- 
logies. Missionaries have lived 
among the ple of the Far East 
and have helped them to bear their 
afflictions. They have stood with 
them beneath the crushing weight 
of economic injustice and political 
oppression. And they realize far 
more clearly than most other 
Americans that the simple promise 
—even the false promise—of a 
fuller rice bow! and a bit of land 
and little less oppression has 
great power to stir hope in millions 
of Far East peasants. 

The Senator said itis not un- 
usual for “the miserable anywhere 
to shift readily and even enthu- 
siastically from one form of op- 

ression to another in an anxiety 
0 escape from misery.” 

World War Il thrust America 
“willy-nilly” into the position of 
world leadership, Senator O’Conor 
said. He continued: “Being an ar- 
senal of democracy, being the gran- 
ary of the world, being a free in- 
dustrial and engineering school for 
the backward: areas of the world, 
is not enough. It is as true today 
as ever that man does not ‘live by 
bread alone.’ Our nation must not 
surrender to mora] evil any more 
than to the totalitarian armies. It 
must help to eradicate bad ideas 
as well as bad economic conditions. 
As a partial fulfillment of that re- 
sponsibility, America is now send- 
ing missionaries to every corner of 
the world.

Seoul, Korea —-(NC)—A famous 
Korean Methodist Bishop has been 
received into the Catholic Church. 
Chyeng Chun Su, who had been a 
Methodist minister for 45 years, 
wos boptized at the Cathedral of 
the Immaculate Conception here by 
Bishop Poul Ro, Vicar Apostolic of 
Seoul. Bishop Patrick Byrne, Ap- 
astolic Delegate to Korea, was 
present for the solemn ceremony. 


Chyeng Chun Su become a Meth- 
odist in 1899.. He became @umin- 
ister in 1904 and in 1909 became 
a professor in the Methodist The- 
ological Seminary. He was one of 
the 33 signers of the Korean Dec- 
laration of Independence in 1919. 


He was thrown: into prison for 
four years because he signed the 
declaration. There he met a Catb- 
olic, who told him about the Cath- 
olic Church. Since that time, Mr. 
Chyeng says, he has been thinking 
about the Church. 


His wife was often annoyed at 
his references to the Catholic 
Church. On one occasion she 
told him: “If you. don’t like the 
Methodist Church, why don’t you 
start your own Church?” 


He answered by saying that’ 
that wos the trouble with the Pro- 
testants. Fhe constant breaking 
off into sects: has harmed the 
churches, he told her, but the 
Catholic Church hos remained one 
through it all. 


Mrs. Chyeng become interested 
in the Catholic Church, too, and 
said she had longed for the doy 
when they could both enter the 


When Mr. Chyeng announced to 
his fellow Methodist ministers his 
decision to become a Catholic, they 
were astounded. They argued with 
him until finally he had to go to 
the home of a friend to prepare for 
his Baptism. 

Mr. Cryeng says that he intends 
to spend the rest of his life doing 
what he can to further the progress 
of the faith under the patronage 
of another convert, St. Paul, whom 
he chose for his namesake at his 
Baptism.

It is fitting and proper then that 
we understand the ceremony by 
which mothers may express their 
gratitude to God for the blessing 
conferred upon them in their mo- 
therhood, the giving of thanks to 
God for the safe delivery and to re- 
ceive the blessing of the priest 
upon that occasion. 


This ceremony was probably sug- 
gested by the rite of legal puri- 
fication prescribed by the Jewish 
law for a mother after the birth of 
a child. Though the Catholic cere- 
mony differs from the Jewish, it 
closely follows the same procedure. 
It implies no unfitness or penalty 
of any kind. Rather it is an expres- 
sion of thanksgiving. 


In imitation of the Blessed Vir- 
gin Mary, who submitted to the 
rite of purification after the birth 
of our Redeemer, it became cus- 
tomary in the early Christian times 
(about the 4th century) for women 
to abstain from entering the church 
when God had blessed them with 
offspring. They then sought the 
blessing of the priest at the church 
door, were led in by him and pub- 
licly offered thanks before the 
altar. 


It is customary to make an offer- 
ing for the religious purposes on 
the occasion of receiving this bless- 
ing, in imitation of the offering of 
a pair of doves by Mary at her 
purification. , 

The ceremony begins by the 
priest sprinkling the woman with 
holy water and saying: 

V. Our help is in the name of 
the Lord, 

R. Who- 
earth, 

This. woman shall receive a bless- 
ing from the Lord and mercy from 
God her Savior, for she is of the 
people who seek the Lord. (Read- 
ing of the 23rd Psalm.) 

Then, presenting to her the end 
of the stole which hangs from his 
left shoulder, the priest con- 
tinues: 

Enter the temple of God, adore 
the Son of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, who hath given thee fruit- 
fullness of offspring. Lord have 
mercy on us, Christ have mercy on 
us, Lord have mercy on us. 

This is followed by the recita- 
tion of the Our Father and the 
following prayer: 

Almighty, everlasting God, who 
through the delivery of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary hast turned the joy 
and pains of the faithful at child- 
birth, look kindly upon this thy 
handmaid who comes rejoicing into 
the holy temple to make her 
thanksgiving. Grant that after this 
life she, together with her off- 
spring, may merit the joys of ever- 
lasting bliss by the merits and 
intercession of the same Blessed 
Mary. Through Christ our Lord.

Our Sunday Visitor carries in it 
monthly the classification of 
movies rated as good, unobjection- 
able in part—objectionable for 
general public and condemned. 

One of the aims of the National 
Organization of Decent Literature 
is to ‘keep the public informed on 
movies, radios and literature of a 
questionable nature. This organi- 
zation was established by Amer- 
ican bishops a few years ago and 
lays down the following five marks 
of salacious literature, any one of 
which is sufficient to place & 
magazine on the banned list: 


1. Glorifies crime or the crimi- 
nal. 


2. Is predominantly “sexy.” 

8. Features illicit love. 

4. Carries illustrations or car- 
toons which are indecent or sug- 
gestive. 

5. Carries disreputable adver- 
tising. 

It is almost impossible to esti- 
mate the extent of the circulation 
of those objectionable periodicals 
and indecent objects. The channels 
through which these magazines 
reach the public are very numer- 
ous. In each larger city there are 


“lusually several distributing agen- 


cies which supply the magazine 
racks throughout the city. These 
magazine racks are found in drug 
stores, cigar stores, hotels and on 
street corners of downtown sec- 
tions. Obscene pictures are often 
found inside of match pads. 
Salacious literature is frequently 
shipped by freight and express. In 
one instance, a truck delivered a 
ton of salacious literature to a 
Minnesota town where it was dis- 
tributed to the children as they 
left the. high school. Since in so 
many instances obscene maga- 
zines, pictures, cards and objects 
are distributed freely, the question 
naturally arises: Who, or what 
organization, is behind this im- 
moral propaganda? Who is-so in- 
tent on destroying the morals of 
American youth? On the supposi- 
tion that deeds will eventually 
make creeds, is the religion of our 
young people being destroyed in a 
round about way by first destroy- 
ing their morals? 

What methods are we to use in 
stemming and finally eliminating 
this flood of obscene literature? 
In the first place, we may approach 
the distributors and vendors of 
this literature in a friendly way 
and ask them to cooperate with us 
in our effort to preserve the morals 


of the youth of the land. Again,

g: wat Jesus Christ, our Incarnate God, built a Church 
during His life on earth, 1,900 years ago, there can be not 
the slightest doubt. He chose certain men to be His Apostles, 
gave them authority, sent them tdé teach in His name, and 
made the rejection of their words an extremely serious of- 
fense against Himself. Their office and commission were not 
to die with them. “T will be with you always even until the 
consummation of the world.” 

They were to choose successors who, in turn, were to have 
the power of sending out other men to carry on the good 
work. The Church that Jesus Christ thus established, for 
whose propagation He thus provided, whose permanence He 
guaranteed, is the Church 1 want. Within it 1 will be safe 
when the rain falls and the floods come, when the winds blow 
and beat upon it, for it is built upon a rock. 

There are many who will say that the Catholic religion 
is made up entirely “of forms and ceremonies, that these 
things are so much thought of that they obscure the Person 
of Christ; that the priests put themselves in the place of 
Christ, and there is nothing in the Church at all like the 
simple faith in, and devotion to, the Person of Jesus Christ 
of the devout evangelical. Further, they will declare that 
the Virgin Mary is given divine worship instead of her Son, 
that the saints and angels are appealed to rather.than the 
Creator, that people confess their sins to man, not to God, 
and that certain good actions and fixed mechanical prayers 
are deemed sufficient to secure man’s salvation. 


In Malice Or Ignorance 


Such statements must be made either through ignorance 
or malice, and can only have force with those who know noth- 
ing about Catholicism, or who are unwilling to believe there 
can be any good in it. A little examination of the teaching of 
the Church, or of the practice of Catholics, would show them 
what an utterly false view of the Catholic religion people 
must have who say such_things about it.

| AS we prepsre for Christmas we should 
not overk ok some of the lessons taught 
by the gospel story of the Nativity. 


We think first of the lowly, humble 
birth of the fson of God, Who had left His 
glory in Heaven to make infinite repara- 
tion for the sins of mankind. Although He 
was generally unobserved by the people of 
the little town of Bethlehem, the inhabi- 
tants of Heaven came down to earth with 
Him. There was first the angel who appear- 
ed not to King Herod, not to the Scribes 
and Pharisees, not to the rich and powerful, 


but to the illiterate, simple-minded shep- 
herds, who were spending the night, watch- 
ing their sheep on the hillside. Then fol- 
lowed “a multitude of the heavenly host” 
declaring, in chant, the purpose of the In- 
carnation. It was to give “glory to God im 
the highest and on earth peace to men of 
good will,” 


It was the first time that God had been 
honored on earth in an infinite manner, as 
He deserved to be. He could not bring peace 
to men-of “bad will,” because true peace 
consists in union of the human person with 
God; it exists in the heart, and hence can 
be truly enjoyed only by men of “good will.” 


We are reminded of the close associa- 
tion among Jesus, Mary, and Joseph. Be- 
cause God joined them together they must 
never be separated. They are not separated 
in the Catholic Church, but outside the 
Catholic Church Mary and Joseph are utter- 
ly ignored, when they are not actually repu- 
diated.

Protestant Leaders Say

REUBEN H. Markham, in his “Let Us Protestants Awake,” 

gives the very opposite advice which one would expect in 
a booklet so named. He is one who has been a very close 
observer of those churchmen who do little to reform their 
own organizations, but band together to check the growth 
and influence of the Catholic Church. 

But read his strong words: 

“Tt am a Protestant, the son of a Protestant preacher, 
whose father was a Protestant . . . Some Protestants think 
they might gain advantage for their church by lining up 
with the mortal enemies of Catholicism, such as Communists 
or Nazis. A few Protestants have helped anti-Catholic des- 
pots persecute Catholics. Such tactics are immoral and 
futile... 

“The fact that Communist despots are concentrating 
their main anti-Christian drives or Roman Catholics in var- 
ious countries of Europe and Asia is a compliment to that 
Church rather than a reproach. The Bolsheviks are fighting 
the Catholic Church with special vehemence and venom, be- 
cause that Church is offering the most resistance, is the best 
organized, is showing itself the most heroic, and best under- © 
stands the completely anti-Christian nature of atheistic, com- 
munist despotism... 

“Although we shouted that our state should feed us, 
clothe us, amuse us, doctor us, some of us fell into a panic 
when some Obristians tried to get the state to allow us to 
use public buildings to teach a couple of whiffs of Christian- 
ity. In the long run—and the run may not be so long—such 
frenzied’ secularization may prove catastrophic for religion, 
and for every good force.” 

Writing in the Saturday Review of Literature, Taylor 
Caldwell, the well-known. author, said: 

“Il have heard that it is dangerous for a writer, or any 
other person dependent upon public response, to take sides in 
any controversy. Perhaps caution is the better part of the 
bank account, and cowardice the builder of respectable annu- 
ities. Nevertheless, in so far as I am concerned, I believe that 
it is better for the self-respect to join the battle, in these 
days, against any force among men, than it is to keep silent,

Whether the world likes it or not, 
the Catholic Church is growing 
daily, in almost every corner of 
the earth; and this despite the re- 
doubtablé onslaughts of her ene- 
mies for nearly two thousand years. 
Hardly a day passes but our news- 
papers report some fresh assault on 
the Church; an archbishop impris- 
oned, clergy in some remote valley 
are put to death, monasteries and 
converts are closed, their inmates 
turned out into the streets; and 
yet the Church grows ever strong- 
er. It is not the purpose of this 
article to present the case for the 
Catholic Church—she has her ac- 
credited agents in any Catholic 
presbetery, from whom her teach- 
ings may be learned, gratis. But 
there are some of these nightmare 
objects which seem to loom so large 
in the minds of otherwise normal 
human beings, that it may help to 
throw a beam of light on them, cor- 
nering them as it were and exam- 
ining them for what they really 
are. 


‘Why The Fuss? 


A great many people find it hard 
to understand why Catholics make 
such an unconscionable fuss about 
their schools; in the United States, 
in England, everywhere — the 
Church goes to battle stations on 
the matter of education. It would 
be very easy to set forth a long 


“pstring of grievances showing the 


unfair treatment to which Catho- 
lics are subjected, but it would not 
explain the fundamental! issue at 


stake. 


To a Catholic, education is not 
simply a matter of the three Rs; 
there is another R, which is con- 
sidered ‘by the world to be option- 
al, but by Catholics it is held to be 
more important than the other 
three put together. If you believe 
in another life, it is surely import- 
ant to make some sort of prepara- 
tion for it, School prepares a child 
for life, as we say—it teaches him 
to read and to write, and to add. 
But when his has gone the 
way of all flesh and is occupying a 
hole in the earth, all his reading, 
all his writing and all his arithme- 
tic, though it has hel him to 


amass a fortune, is of little use to

we ought to do. And so he insists 
that his children shall be prepared 
for death at least as well as they 
are prepared for life here on 
earth. 


To leave God out of education 
is to educate only half the child, 
and to give the devil the very op- 
portunity he seeks to get in on the 
ground floor. Every parent knows 
how soon a child becomes acquaint- 
ed with evil; original sin rears its 
ugly head at a very early age—if 
it does not a parent may well be- 
gin to worry. So it surely is not do- 
ing the child a wrong to make 
every effort to arm it against evil 
at the earliest possible moment, 
by teaching it about the existence 
of supernatural weapons’ with 
which to fight the constant on- 
slaughts of the devil, which will 
not cease until death. 


Religious Training 


Catholics believe that the Church 
which Christ founded is the source 
of ultimate truth on earth and so 
are concerned that their children 
should be subjected to Catholic 
teaching from the very moment 
that they are able to absorb any- 
thing at all. And to send their 
children to a school where evil is 
regarded as a negative sort of af- 
fair, where any religion or no re- 
ligion is tolerated, igs doing the 
child more than a grave injustice; 
it is imperilling its immortal soul. 
Therefore they cannot remain si- 
lent. Therefore they must insure 
that Catholic teaching is given to 
their children, even though it means 
having to pay twice for education- 
al benefits. 


If you don’t believe in life after 
death nor in the existence of a pos- 
itive force of evil at work in the 
world, then there is no reason why 
you should not be content with hav- 
ing your child taught how to make 
money faster than his neighbor, 
and how to read dubious novels; 
He’ll soon be dead anyway. But 
if you believe in God, and in the 
immortality of the soul, then surely 
your first concern must be that 
your children should be securely

They received 
their fimancial reward both by 
taking subscriptions to this sheet, 
and by receiving the collection 
taken up either in public halls or 
in Protestant churches. They only 
needed one speech and it was usu- 
ally prepared by The Menace staff.

But 
it was such a temporary forget- 
fulness, and the morning after 
she remembered all the things she 
had tried to forget.

Humble Adoration 


_For a few moments there is deep 
silence and humble adoration; then 
all rise and the lector continues the 
rest of the martyrology for that 
day. 

Only those who have attended 
this solemn announcement of 
Christ’s birth in the monastie choir 
can fully appreciate the awe-in- 
a, impression of this tremen- 
dous fact, for which the Liturgy 
has been preparing us during the 
short but winsome season of 
Advent. 


Now Mother Church gives full 
vent to her overflowing joy at the 
birth of the Savior. Let us take 
the Missal and read parts of the 
three Christmas Masses, The 
Church copiously borrows passages 
from the Psalter, from the writings 
of the Prophets, from the letters of 
the Apostles and Evangelists, in 
order to give fitting expression to 
the Christmas mystery. 

“Shout for joy, O daughter of 
Sion, rejoice greatly, O daughter 
of Jerusalem, alleluja; for behold 
thy king is here, the Savior of the 
world!” 


“A child is born to us, and a Son 
is given to us: whose government 
is upon His shoulder.” 

“The grace of God our Savior 
hath appeared to all men.” 

“A sanctified day hath shone 
upon us: come ye Gentiles and 
adore the Lord: for this day a 
great light hath descended upon 
the earth. Alleluja!” 

God is made visible through the 
Infant in the Crib. The sun of re- 
demption has risen over the night 
of sin, malice and blindness. Life 
conquers death, for this Child 
could say later on: 

“Tl am come that they might have 
life and have it more abundantly.” 
And this new life means partici- 
pation in Christ’s life, in the most 
intimate bestowal of the gifts of 
the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 
Love, forgiveness, grace and the 
gift of the infinite God take the 
place of hate, enmity, self-seeking 
and man’s misery. This is the joy 
of the Holy Night; this constitutes 
the deep happiness of all those who 
live with the Church and her 
Liturgy. 

All adoration of God is perme- 
ated by this mystery: earth be- 
comes Pecced because heaven con- 
descended to come to earth. God 
becomes man,.a human being, in 
order to make man God-like and 
an heir of heaven. The abyss that 
separated us from the way to God 
disappears and is again bridged 
over through the Incarnation of the 
Son of God. This bridge between 
heaven and earth the Church: has 
constructed upon the authority of 
the first “bridge-builder” or ponti- 
fex, Christ. His Sacrifice of the 
Mass and all the Holy Sacraments 
form the pillars. 


The New Dispensation

through the Incarnation, and with 
Him the whole creation returns to 
its original divine purpose. A new 
race is born through the power and 
grace of the divine Savior. Hence

As Mary conceived Him in His 
human nature and offers Him to 
mankind, as she nourishes Hinf as 
mother and cares for him, then 
presents Him in the temple, flees 
with Him to Egypt, obtains the 
first miracle and stands under the 
Cross beside Him, thus becomin 

the Co-Redemptrix, so the Chure 

in her Liturgy and sacraments 
leads her members on to the “new 
life” in Christ and cares for all 
their needs from the cradle to the 
grave. At daily Mass she offers 
us with Him the Bread of Life. She 
purifies us from sin and guilt and 
obtains for us the life, peace and 
joy of the Kingdom of God. 


God With Us 


Christmas, Incarnation of Em- 
manuel—God with us is for the 
Church, for the Liturgy, for all 
only a blessed past but also a 
living, grace-bringing present. The 
coming of Christ ever continues in 
the Church; in all the sacraments, 
in every blessing, in every liturgical 
action His power and grace come 
to the soul. 


In every holy Mass, at every con- 
secration the Church renews the 
mystery of Bethlehem. The altar 
is the Crib and every Christian re- 
ceiving the consecrated Host is an- 
other Nivtne Crib. Like the shep- 
herds, all those present bring their 
gifts, their hearts, as well as their 
virtues and faults to the Crib of 
the altar, in order that at the con- 
secration they may be transformed 
and sanctified. Only then shall we 
thoroughly grasp the meaning of 
the prayer said by the priest at 
the mixture of the water and wine: 

“QO God, Who in a wonderful 
manner didst create and ennoble 
human nature, and still more won- 
derfully hast renewed it; grant 
that, by the mystery of this water 
and wine, we may be made partak- 
ers of His divinity Who vouchsafed 
to become partaker of our human- 
ity, Jesus Christ Thy Son, our 
Lord.” 


This prayer fits admirably into 
the Christmas season; as oration 
for the feast of Christmas it is to 
be found in the old Missal of Pope 
St. Leo (461) and of Pope Gregory 
the Great (604). Only later was 
it placed among the offertory pray- 
ers in connection with the words 
“through- the mystery of this 
water and wine.” 

Accordingly the deep meaning of 
thé Holy Night, and the Liturgy is 
expressed in the pregnant words: 
As God became Man so was man 
to become “divinized.” St. Peter 
had already expressed this marvel- 
ous truth: “Through Christ he has 
granted us the very great and pre- 
cious promises, so that through 
them you may become partakers of 
the divine nature.” (2 Peter 1:4). 

Jesus Himself has said: “If any- 
one love me, he will keep my word, 
and my Father will love him, and 
we will come to him and make our 
abode with him.” (John 14:23). 


This is the meaning of the word| 


Emmanuel—God with us. , 
Now we can understand the other

All this in order to ennoble, puri- 
fy and elevate human nature and 
crown it with glory. “The least 
degree of this supernatural life in 
the soul is worth more than know- 
ledge, talent, honor, health and 
action,” says Abbot Baur. 


This Christian life, this inner 
life, brought by means of this 
“wonderful exchange,” through the 
Church, her Mass and the Sacra- 
ments must be the vocation and the 
goal of all the baptized. We should 
let ourselves -be guided by the 
Church and her Liturgy by becom- 
ing full Christians, for to be a 
Christian is to be another Christ. 
With Mary, the noblest exemplar 
of the interior life, we should strive 
to relive the mysteries of our Re- 
demption as presented in the annual 
celebration of the Savior’s Feasts.

Outside a’ few Episcopalian 
churches in the United States 
there are no Protestant churches 
dedicated to Mary, while many 
are named after St. Paul, St. 
Luke, St. Mark—never after St. 
Peter either, although he was 
made the prince of the Apostles, 
the vicegerent or successor of 
Christ as the Visible Head of the 
Church on earth. 


Surely Jesus will not excuse 
this attitude of prejudice to- 
wards His own mother, and to- 
wards His own personal repre- 
sentative. One cannot truly love 
Jesus unless he loves what Jesus 
loved, and He loved Mary above 
all persons. He was, through the 
thirty years of His home life, 
“subject to her.” She was not 
only with Him at His birth, but 
stood before His cross, and in 
His dying moments Jesus be- 
queathed her to all of us as our 
mother. 

“What God has joined to- 
gether, let no man put asunder” 
holds here as it is supposed to 
hold in relation to marriage. 


In his gospel St. John speaks 
of those who refused to receive 
Christ, and of those who, by 
accepting Him, “receive power to 
become the Sons of God.” They 
do not become sons of God by 
accepting Him as their personal 


God.” Jesus tells us, through St. 
John, that we must “be born 
again of water and the Holy 
Spirit” if we would enter into 
the Kingdom of Heaven, even if 
we do otherwise acknowledge 
Christ as our Savior and revere 
Him: as God. 


In keeping with our “Crusade 
for God” campaign we must re- 
member that there are many 
people of “good wil” outside the 
Catholic Church who would only 
need to know the Church to em- 
brace it.
